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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

TO 

THE  VOTERS  OF  ALEXANDRIA 

This  report  is  a  discussion  of  the  more  important  Articles  in  this  year's 
Town  Warrant.  The  selectmen  and  the  budget  committee  want  to  present  to 
you  the  reasons  for  our  recommendations. 

We  believe  that  all  of  us  should  have  a  chance  to  think  these  things  over 
and  discuss  them  with  neighbors  before  the  town  meeting.  We  expect  these 
Articles  to  be  changed  at  the  town  meeting  so  that  they  reflect  your 
wishes.  When  the  town  meeting  is  over,  all  of  the  voters,  even  those  who 
are  not  present,  will  be  responsible  for  the  budget.  The  voters  finalize 
it  to  their  satisfaction  and  they  pay  for  it. 

A  major  problem  and  expense  to  the  town  will  continue  to  be  maintenance  of 
our  roads  and  bridges,  Article  5  of  the  Town  Warrant.  All  of  our  bridges 
are  facing  major  overhaul.  The  fact  that  they  are  presently  being  used  by 
heavy  construction  and  logging  trucks  doesn't  necessarily  mean  that  they 
are  safe.  We  can't  wait  until  someone  goes  through  a  bridge  and  gets  hurt 
to  decide  that  our  bridges  are  not  safe  enough.  The  State  of  New 
Hampshire  sent  an  inspection  team  here  during  this  past  year.  A  report  on 
each  of  our  bridges  was  forwarded  to  us.  They  recommended  that  we 
immediately  post  all  our  bridges  for  6  Ton  limit,  except  two  which  they 
recommended  be  limited  to  foot  traffic  until  repairs  are  made.  In  1980  we 
had  no  choice  but  to  repair  the  Akerman  Bridge,  Koury  Bridge,  and  Lord 
Bridge  with  money  appropriated  for  Summer  Roads  or  the  state  would  have 
closed  them.  This  year  we  must  appropriate  money  specifically  for 
bridges . 

We  went  to  Concord  with  our  bridge  problem  to  check  on  possible  aid.  We 
can  get  aid  from  the  state  and  possibly  from  the  federal  government.  If 
the  bridge  is  built  to  state  specifications,  the  state  will  pay  two  thirds 
of  the  cost.  If  we  qualify  for  federal  help,  it  will  pay  80%  of  the  cost; 
the  state  will  pay  about  13%,  leaving  7%  for  the  town. 

We  used  the  Smith  River  Bridge  at  Cass  Mill  as  a  case  study,  since  it 
included  two  towns,  Alexandria  and  Hill.  The  state  engineers  estimated 
the  cost  of  the  bridge  at  $405,000.  They  would  pay  two  thirds  of  the 
ccst.  The  cost  to  us  and  Hill  would  be  about  $70,000  each.  If  we 
qualified  for  federal  aid  (which  is  not  quaranteed)  the  cost  to  us  would 
still  be  about  $14,000.  This  exercise  on  one  bridge  indicates  the 
magnitude  of  our  bridge  problem.  We  can't  afford  a  large  program  like 
this,  but  we  must  start  this  year  with  a  continuing  bridge  repair  program 
or  we  will  find  the  state  doing  it  for  us  their  way  and  handing  us  the 
bill.  We  have,  therefore,  recommended  an  additional  $10,000  in  the  budget 
for  bridge  repair  in  1981. 

We  are  in  trouble  with  our  bridges  and  we  are  coming  to  a  "crossroads" 
with  our  town  maintained  Class  V  roads,  especially  those  that  are  paved. 
As  with  everything  else,  the  problem  is  money. 

Our  estimate  for  sealing  one  mile  of  road,  with  costs  for  gasoline  and  oil 
at  $1.50  a  gallon,  is  $10,000.  All  of  our  paved  roads  need  sealing  now  or 
they  will  deteriorate  similar  to  the  road  ever  the  hill  to  Bristol.  We 
should  be  paying  about  $30,000  each  year  to   maintain   our   present   paved 


roads  adequately.  The  question  is,  "Do  we  pay  that  or  do  those  roads  go 
back  to  gravel  roads?"  Gravel  roads  may  be  a  partial  answer,  but  they 
cost  more,  too,  because  gravel  is  getting  scarcer  and  costing  more.  They 
wash  out  more  easily  and  require  constant  maintenance.  During  the  past 
few  years  our  Summer  Roads  appropriations  have  been  used  to  maintain  the 
gravel  roads  as  well  as  possible,  and  paved  roads  have  been  patched,  but 
not  sealed  because  of  the  expense.  Some  of  the  paved  roads  should  be  kept 
up  because  they  have  replaced  gravel  roads  which  became  impassable  in  the 
spring  and  were  expensive  to  maintain.  Also,  we  need  to  improve  culverts 
and  ditches  on  all  the  roads  in  town.  We  are  reminded  of  that  this  spring 
just  as  we  were  last  year.  To  help  keep  up  our  paved  and  gravel  roads  we 
have  recommended  an  additional  $10,000  in  the  budget  for  Summer  Roads. 

The  budget  must  provide  for  maintenance  of  roads  and  bridges,  and  also  for 
upkeep  of  town  buildings,  found  in  Article  2  of  the  Town  Warrant.  The 
town  garage  is  used  year  round  by  town  employees  whose  takehome  pay  is 
about  $3.60  an  hour  and  who  get  no  overtime,  no  social  security,  and  no 
benefits  of  any  kind.  They  try  to  repair  the  town's  equipment  in  the  town 
garage  where  the  floor  is  covered  with  ice  all  winter  and  where  we  have  no 
heat,  lights,  or  insulation.  We  should  make  that  building  a  better  place 
in  which  to  work.  The  town  hall  also  needs  work,  not  just  paint.  Last 
year  we  paid  $400  just  to  keep  the  holding  tank,  which  is  our  sewage 
system,  pumped  out.  The  water  system  was  frozen  up  all  winter.  We  ask 
the  people  of  the  town  if  they  want  us  to  start  taking  steps  toward  making 
the  building  useful  as  a  hall  the  year  round.  It  is  ironic  that  before 
the  modern  plumbing  was  installed,  the  hall  could  be  used  all  year.  Now 
it  freezes  up  in  winter.  The  recommended  budget  reflects  the  need  for 
building  improvements  by  including  $10,000  for  maintenance  and 
improvements.  To  keep  our  roads,  bridges,  and  town  buildings  in  repair, 
we  recommend  this  additional  $30,000  in  the  1981  budget.  In  order  to  do 
this,  we  recommend  that  the  town  postpone  until  next  year,  the  trade-in  of 
the  truck,  due  now  according  to  our  five  year  turnover  schedule. 

In  Article  9  of  the  Town  Warrant  we  recommend  that  the  town  authorize 
withdrawal  of  money  from  Revenue  Sharing  funds  for  a  financial  audit  of 
the  town.  The  State  Revenue  Administration  preformed  a  walk-in-audit  of 
our  town  books  and  records  last  fall.  The  results  indicated  that  we  need 
a  complete  audit  as  soon  as  possible.  In  many  areas,  we  have  fallen 
behind  in  procedures  and  accurate  accounting.  The  longer  we  wait,  the 
more  problems  will  develop  and  the  more  it  will  cost  the  town  in  the  long 
run. 

An  in-depth  audit  cannot  be  done  locally  because  it  should  be  independent 
of  the  town  and  because  we  don't  have  the  required  skills.  A  CPA  who 
visited  us  last  winter  estimated  $20,000  or  more  to  perform  an  audit.  The 
state  does  it  at  cost,  and  the  Revenue  Administration  estimated  the  cost 
will  be  no  more  than  $4,000.  The  selectmen  unanimously  agreed  that  an 
audit  should  be  done  this  year  with  money  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund. 

Article  1 0  of  the  Town  Warrant  provides  for  reevaluation  of  all  properties 
in  town  in  the  1982-83  period.  A  reevaluation  is  needed  at  least  every 
ten  years  to  reduce  unfair  disparity  between  property  taxes.  Every  year 
we  try  to  correct  errors  where  we  find  them,  but  we  can't  catch  them  all. 
In  order  to  avoid  the  major  problems  we  experienced  in  1973  when  we  were 
last  reevaluated,  we  should  reevaluate  on  a  ten  year  basis.  We  want 
everyone  in  town  to  be  treated  fairly  and  equally.  Approval  of  the 
Article   10  appropriation  of  $12,000  for  reevaluation  will  spread  the  ccst 


over  three  years.  We  would  like  to  commit  $4,000  each  year  from  Revenue 
Sharing. 

Other  important  considerations  for  the  budget  ,  as  reflected  in  the  Town 
Warrant,  are  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  town  officers.  During  this  past 
year,  the  $2200  budgeted  for  the  Police  Department  nearly  paid  for 
operating  a  car  on  duty  and  administration  expenses.  There  was  no  money 
left  for  the  police  chief's  own  time  on  duty.  That  is  not  right  and  we 
recommend  an  increase  to  $4,500. 

Our  treasurer  was  paid  $150  last  year.  She  lost  money  if  you  consider 
travel  from  home  to  the  town  hall  twice  a  month,  trips  to  the  bank, 
telephone,  and  other  administrative  expenses.  She  should  be  paid  for  her 
efforts  and  we  recommend  $250.  This  year  two  more  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds 
were  added,  bringing  the  total  up  to  three  at  a  salary  of  $50  each.  For 
the  work  involved  and  the  importance  of  handling  over  $30,000  in  trust 
funds,  that  salary  is  too  low,  but  no  increase  is  included  in  the 
recommended  budget  this  year. 

The  1981  budget  includes  no  change  in  the  $10  per  meeting  salary  for  the 
selectmen,  but  we  believe  that  to  be  realistic,  the  budget  should  cover 
expenses.  We  estimate  that  well  over  2,000  miles  were  driven  for  town 
business  by  all  your  town  officers  this  year,  not  including  the  5,000 
miles  covered  by  the  chief  of  police.  We  selectmen  have  met  with  our  tax 
map  company  in  Newport,  representatives  of  15  towns  on  Regional  Waste 
Disposal  in  Franklin,  Department  of  Highways  and  Revenues  Administration 
in  Concord,  the  Regional  Planning  Commission  in  Meredith,  and  selectmen  in 
Alton  and  in  Danbury.  We  have  also  traveled  to  the  Grafton  County  Seat, 
to  Municipal  Association  meetings,  and  to  Plymouth  for  legal 
consultations.  All  of  the  other  town  officials  have  also  used  their  own 
cars  to  carry  on  their  duties  for  the  town.  These  expenses  should  be 
covered  in  the  budget,  we  believe  at  a  rate  of  $0.25  per  mile.  There  are 
also  the  routine  expenses  which  are  always  increasing. 

In  connection  with  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  elected  town  officials,  we 
should  like  to  express  appreciation  to  those  people  who  donate  their 
efforts  for  no  pay  in  order  to  help  do  the  work  of  the  town.  We  get  a  lot 
free.  In  particular,  the  road  agents'  wives,  last  year  Mrs.  Sharp,  and 
this  year,  Mrs  Ramsey,  do  a  great  deal  of  office  work  with  no  recognition 
or  pay.  We  cannot  expect  people  to  do  that  much  for  nothing.  The  time  is 
coming  fast  when  we  will  have  to  pay  for  what  we  get.  We  are  one  of  a  few 
fortunate  towns  left  with  people  still  willing  to  give  their  time  with 
little  or  nothing  in  return.

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  withdrawal  of  four  thousand 
dollars  ($4,000.00)  from  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  to  be  used  for  a 
financial  audit  of  the  Town  by  the  State  Revenue  Administration. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  a  reappraisal  made  of  all  real  estate 
in  the  town:  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $12,000.00  for  this  pur- 
pose; to  authorize  the  use  of  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  to  defray  the 
expense  of  such  reappraisal;  or  to  take  any  other  action  hereon.

Report  for  1980 

The  Alexandria  Volunteer  Fire  Department  is  an  all  volunteer  fire  depart- 
ment privately  owned  by  its  members.  We  are  proud  to  serve  the  Town  of 
Alexandria  and  are  very  thankful  for  the  continued  support  that  you  give. 
The  year  1980  saw  the  department  take  a  giant  step  forward,  and  bring  to 
the  town  the  recognition  it  deserves.  It  was  very  gratifying  to  all  of  us  on  the 
department,  to  feel  and  have  your  support  at  last  year's  town  meeting. 
Thank  you. 

The  transition  of  operations  into  the  Lakes  Region  Fire  Mutual  Aid 
Dispatch  System  has  gone  very  smoothly.  Your  cooperation  in  this  effort 
has  also  been  excellent.  New  cards  and  phone  stickers  are  still  available  with 
the  new  fire  number.  1-524-1545 

In  April  we  ordered  "25-Plectron"  Radio  receivers  for  the  firemen.  The 
cost  of  this  phase  of  the  program  came  to  $4,475.00  and  was  shared  by  the 
"Alexandria  Ladies  Auxiliary"  and  the  "Andrew  &  Elizabeth  Abbott 
Estate"  and  money  returned  to  us  by  the  Lakes  Region  Fire  Mutual  Aid 
Association. 

In  May  the  trucks  were  taken  to  the  brook  by  the  Bog  School  House 
where  Chief  Edward  Warfield  performed  "Pumper  Service  Test"  keeping 
accurate  records  of  water  flow,  presssure,  required  time  element,  and  other 
data  needed  to  qualify  our  equipment  for  the  rate  change.  The  information 
was  then  given  to  Insurance  Service  Office  in  Concord,  and  was  accepted. 
The  rate  change  became  effective  September  1 ,  1980  on  any  property  within 
5  miles  of  our  fire  station.  We  are  now  rated  Class  E-9. 

The  department  was  also  able  to  purchase  additional  new  equipment  dur- 
ing the  year  due  to  other  donations  from  citizens  and  groups,  and  again 
with  help  of  our  ladies  auxiliary.  Five  hundred  feet  of  1  Vi "  Angus  Hose, 
and  four  hundred  feet  of  2Vi "  Angus  Hose  was  added  to  the  trucks.  Two 
modern  300-watt  flood-lites  were  obtained.  An  additional  new  4-channel, 
30-watt  radio  was  installed  in  one  truck,  such  that  all  three  fire  trucks  now 
have  identical  radios  for  dependable  communications.  These  purchases 
came  to  approximately  $3,000.00. 

We  continue  to  promote  our  Chimney  Inspection  program;  inspection  of 
wood  stoves  upon  request;  oil-burner  permits  and  inspections;  and  offer 
assistance  on  Fire  Extinguishers  and  Smoke  Detectors.  Please  feel  free  to 
call  on  us  regarding  any  fire  or  safety  related  questions.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Forest  Fire  Prevention:  Your  Business,  Our  Business,  Good  Business. 
Forest  fire  prevention  slogans  have  been  seen  in  association  with  Smokey 
Bear  since  the  late  nineteen  forties  when  a  national  effort  to  check  the 
spread  of  forest  fires  was  implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  sup- 
pression was  the  responsibility  of  every  citizen,  a  half  century  before  this 
national  campaign,  when  our  legislature  established  our  first  forest  fire  laws 
in  1903.  Since  that  date,  the  State  has  appointed  a  town/city  forest  fire 
warden  who  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  law  enforcement  in  his  municipality. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow  on  the  ground  must 
be  approved  in  writing  by  the  forest  fire  warden  before  being  kindled.  All 
forest  fires  must  be  suppressed  by  the  warden  and  his  deputies  as  soon  as 
they  are  reported.  The  cost  of  fire  suppression  is  shared  jointly  by  the 
town/city  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as  are  forest  fire  prevention 
and  forest  fire  training  costs. 

This  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest  fire  program  has 
given  New  Hampshire  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United 
States.
